4. (S/NF/SK) Comments: 003 acquired the target with uncanny speed 

and accuracy: first the percepts of a ship (’’grey, projecting, 
metallic portions” are 003 's unique percepts for a ’’ship”) directly 
followed by those for a missile. [The monitor did not allow 003 to 
spend enough time to fully perceive a ship and missile so as to 
preclude the AOL drive of a Persian Gulf scenario!. Except for the 
wide area overhead sketches [sloppy, like 003 's desk topi, the monitor 
places a high confidence on the session data.
